bbard, prospective leader of the Unit­ 
ed States squad of broad jumpers in 
the Olympic games, has as his great­ 
est ambition the breaking 
of 
the 
work!*» record of 25 feet 3 inches, held * 
by E. O. Gourdin, former Harvard star 
Next to that, this y«*ar, he cherishes ! 
the ambition to go through the season 
with a record of 24 fe«t or better in 
each of the meets in wJ^ich he takes 
part. He had maintaiiu$i this pace up 
to the Western Conference meet. 
The 44-year records of the A. A. U. 
championship meets show but three 
jumps of more than 24 feet, two of I 
them made by Hubbard himself. The 
records of the Olympic games show 
but two jumps over 24 feet, one by 
Meyer Prinstein and the other 
by 
Irons in 1908, when he made 24 fee* 
6 1-2 inches. The accepted worjds' f ec" 
ord did not reach the point Hubbard 
set for himself as a weekly mark until 
Kraenxlein made 24 feet 4 1-2 inhes 
in 1899. Prinatein, O’Connor of Ire­ 
land and Gourdin have made succes­ 
sive new marks. 
Hubbard commenced his ~ 24-foot 
jumps this year in the Illinois Indoor 
relays,' when he made 24 feet 7 inches. 
Lack of authentic indoor records allow 
Hubbard’s friends to claim this as a 
world’s indoor record. In his outdoor 
work he has jumped from 24 feet 2

hibition jump at the Ohio relays.
